In strong speeches Prince Ernst 
von Starhembe*rg, heimwehr leader,

change his course toward his party 
—the Christian social party. 
Point to Pledges 
Both pointed out that Doll fuss on 
September 21 pledged himself to 
end “once and for all’’ the rule of 
political parties 
in 
Austria and 
they emphatically declared the time 
had come for that pledge to be 
kept. 
The speakers asserted the heim­ 
wehr was not questioning the loyal­ 
ty or good faith of Dollfus but. de­

landslide, but instead of the fall 
of the land b£ing violent and rapid 
is deliberate and slow in the case 
of the ‘‘moving mountain.” 
The disturbance in the soil is 
deep, for the woods on the .sum­ 
mit of the mountain move slowly 
and majestically down the .slopes 
in perfect formation. It is not the 
mere surface which is moving, but 
the soil for a considerable depth 
covering the roots of big chestnuts 
and pines. 
Tile strange phenomenon has a t­ 
tracted great attention and visitors 
are arriving every day to see the 
“mountain 
that 
walks.” 
Almost 
nothing is disturbed as the land 
proceeds in its 
slow, 
irresistible 
fashion down to the River Lima, in 
which already great quantities of 
earth have fallen. Huts and gates, 
fences and ditches have been car­ 
ried bodily down to the river with­ 
out being destroyed or broken. 
The River Lima is being forced 
out of its bed and had flooded some 
houses and factories near Popigilo, 
without, however, doing great dam ­ 
age. 
Engineers and workmen are 
, trying to cut a way through the 
landslide Tor the waters of 
the 
Lima to pass, so as to prevent seri- 
; ous floods.
